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Council turns against 
new junction scheme 


A BAN on shoppers 
making right turns as 
they drive away from a 
supermarket is being 
opposed by councillors. 

Members of Newmarket 
Town Council are to make 
a formal objection to plans 
by Suffolk County Council 
preventing right turns at 
the exit from the town’s 
Waitrose supermarket. 

The proposal is part of the 
county council’s scheme to 
improve the town’s Clocktower 
road junction and nearby roads. 

County council safety experts 


BY John Goode 
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have argued that the ban on right 
turns is needed as changes are 
made to the junction of Fred 
Archer Way and Exeter Road 
next to the store. 

Town councillors have had a 
private briefing about the safety 
audit carried out by the county 
council in advance of the work, 
which is due to start at the end of 
this month and last for between 
four and six weeks. 

It is part of the £600,000 
scheme to improve road safety 
around the Clocktower junction, 


which is one of the busiest in 
Suffolk. The main work on the 
Clocktower junction itself will 
not start until January and is 
expected to last for 12 weeks. 

Members of the town council 
remain unconvinced about the 
necessity to stop vehicles turn¬ 
ing right out of the Waitrose car 
park and have decided to lodge 
an objection to the legal order to 
bring the ban into effect. 

Former mayor Cllr Mick 
Jefferys told a full council 
meeting: “I still think it’s asking 
too much for all vehicles to turn 
left out of Waitrose and find 
their way through housing 
estates to the parts of town they 
want to get to. I don’t think 


anyone on this council thinks it 
is a good idea. 

“It will cause much more 
traffic to go through the George 
Lambton estate or mean more 
traffic making a U-turn around 
the roundabout at the 
Clocktower. 

“I just don’t think it’s a very 
sensible thing to do.” 

Cllr Jonathan Richer said 
more thought should be given to 
providing a separate exit from 
Waitrose onto Exeter Road. 

The council voted by a 
majority to object to the legal 
order. 

Their objection will have to be 
considered by the county council 
before the work goes ahead.

Racing continues, says 
stadium’s new owner 


A STADIUM’S new own¬ 
er has promised that 
speedway, greyhound 
racing and banger car 
racing will continue. 

Mildenhall Stadium, home of 
the Fen Tigers speedway team, 
has been bought by Dave 
Coventry, whose RDC Pro¬ 
motions company runs the 
regular banger race meetings. 

He refused to confirm reports 
that the sale was part of a £2 
million deal. But he said it was 
a “substantial investment” and 
existing activities would not be 
affected.

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The stadium, in the fen at 
West Row, was owned by the 
Waters family for more than 30 
years. 

Local farmer and land owner 
Terry Waters established the 
stadium in the 1970s. Owner¬ 
ship passed to his son James 
more recently. 

Mr Coventry said he hoped to 
take greyhound racing at the 
stadium to “another level”. 

But he said there would be no 
immediate changes to the 
facilities. 


So far as the speedway team 
was concerned, he said: “We 
would like to see them do well 
and we will do what we can to 
promote them through an 
advertising campaign. 

“But our main priority is to 
maintain what there is here. 
We want to keep improving the 
product and push for bigger 
attendances.” 

The stadium has survived 
action by council enviro¬ 
nmental health officers follow¬ 
ing a noise complaint from a 
nearby resident. 

Work costing about £100,000 
is due to be undertaken to cut 


down the noise which 
“escapes” from the stadium to 
the surrounding countryside. 

High close-boarded fences are 
to be installed on top of earth 
banks in accordance with a 
scheme agreed with the council 
officials. 

Mr Coventry said the popular 
week-long Crucial Crew event 
for more than 500 local school 
children would also continue to 
be hosted at the stadium. 

“We want people to know 
there is more potential to use 
our facilities for other 
purposes,” he said.

He was fined £80 and 
ordered to pay £60 prose¬ 
cution costs and a £15 victim 
surcharge when he appeared 
at Bury St Edmunds mag¬ 
istrates’ court. 

Rachel Mahony, prose¬ 
cuting, said police found him 
asleep in a Newmarket street 
on Saturday, June 21. 

They asked him for 
identification and he said his 
wallet has been stolen. He 
was told to go home, but he 
continued to call the officers 
rude names and was arrest¬ 
ed. 

Grassic, of Skeaping 
Close, Newmarket, said he 
had been followed by two 
lads who snatched his wallet. 

He told the court he had 
called the police on his 
mobile phone, but fell asleep 
while waiting for them to 
arrive. 

“They were more inter¬ 
ested in how drunk I was. 
But I told them to go after the 
people who robbed me,” he 
said. 

“I deeply regret what 
happened.” 

He said he had since 
learned that one of the 
robbers had been arrested 
and police were hoping to 
arrest the other.

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Traders fume at plan 
for stalls power point 


STALLHOLDERS have 
complained their trad¬ 
ing requirements will 
not be met when some 
of them move to a new 
site. 

Newmarket’s twice-weekly 
market will be split when 
work starts later this year on 
a £4 million scheme to extend 
the town’s Guineas shopping 
centre onto the Market 
Square. 

Some traders will be able to 
stay on the half of the square 
which will not be used by the 
development. But others will 
have to move to the paved 
area near the bus station and 
public toilets. 

Traders who need an

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electrical supply - currently 
available from plug-in points 
in the Market Square - have 
protested at a council offer to 
provide them with generators 
to power refrigerators and 
other electrical equipment. 

Forest Heath District Coun¬ 
cil has offered to give the 
generators to the traders. 

However, they will then 
have to pay for the fuel for the 
equipment. 

Traders selling fish and 
meat as well as the popular 
tea and burger stall are the 
main users of electricity. 
They pay no extra for the 
power supply at present. 


Peter Read, one of the 
market’s regular stallholders 
said: “The council and 
Centenary -the operators of 
the centre - don’t want to 
spend £300 to relocate our 
electricity boxes. 

“Generators are not the 
answer because of the noise 
and the fumes. 

“We are losing our site and 
some traders will lose even 
more. 

“We can see what’s going to 
happen. Some of the people 
like the fish man will just stop 
coming and there will only be 
four or five stalls when the 
market goes back to the 
square after a year.” 

He said health and safety 
worries, cited by the council 
as arguments against run¬ 


ning cables from nearby 
buildings, could be overcome 
with special trunking to 
encase the cables. 

But Nigel McCurdy, the 
council’s strategic director of 
services, said: “The relocation 
plans were agreed with the 
market traders in December. 

“We have looked at provid¬ 
ing electricity through cables 
along the ground and over¬ 
head, but these have been 
discounted due to health and 
safety issues. Wires on the 
ground would be a trip 
hazard.” 

He said small generators 
would be provided for them to 
use any way they wished. 

“We are working to achieve 
a viable market and this is a 
viable solution,” he said.

Bush pulls US missiles out of base 


NUCLEAR weapons have been 
withdrawn from RAF Lakenheath. 

Peace campaigners this week 
welcomed reports that the US military 
has withdrawn its final nuclear 
weapons from Britain. 

A study by the Federation of 
American Scientists said the last 110 
American nuclear weapons on UK soil 
were withdrawn from the Suffolk base 
on the orders of President George 
Bush, more than 50 years after they 
were first deployed in 1954. 


Hans Kristensen, the report’s 
author, said the move - which has not 
been officially announced - had 
happened in the past few years, but 
had only come to light this week. 

There was no immediate response to 
requests for confirmation of the 
report from the Ministry of Defence or 
the Pentagon. 

Mr Kristensen, a leading expert on 
Washington’s nuclear arsenal, 
described the withdrawal of the B-61 
bombs as part of a general strategic 


shift since the end of the Cold War. 

Kate Hudson, chairwoman of the 
Campaign for Nuclear Disarmament 
(CND), said: “The news is extremely 
welcome. 

“However, withdrawal of the tact¬ 
ical nuclear weapons from Laken¬ 
heath should not give way to the 
installation of interceptor missiles for 
the US Missile Defence System, which 
is a proposal Tony Blair put to the 
American Government in February 
last year.”

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Man who avoided 
jail term back 
in court again 

A CELEBRATION after a court 
appearance landed a mobile phone 
salesman back in court. 

Calvin Johnson was celebrating after 
avoiding a jail sentence when he 
appeared before magistrates at 
Cambridge for assault and having a 
class A drug. 

But the celebration, on Friday, 
February 29, turned sour when he was 
charged with the false imprisonment 
of Joanne Chambers, his girlfriend at 
the time, assaulting her, stealing 
money from her and criminal damage.

But Judge Cooper imposed a 
suspended prison sentence to replace 
the community sentence imposed at 
Cambridge. 

The court heard that Johnson, 22, of 
Weston Way, Newmarket, had only 
completed four of the 150 hours of 
unpaid community work he should 
have carried out. 

He had not been in touch with the 
probation service since March. 

He was given a 16-week prison 
sentence suspended for a year with a 
requirement for supervision by the 
probation service. He was also ordered 
to pay £50 costs. 

He was granted bail until a crown 
court appearance later this month on 
condition he does not contact Miss 
Chambers, her mother or other 
witnesses and does not visit 
Cambridge. 


Plane stacking plan 
raised in Commons

PROPOSALS to have 
aircraft circling over 
horse breeding stud 
farms were to be 
debated in the House 
of Commons yester¬ 
day. 

The controversial plans 
to have an aircraft “stack¬ 
ing” zone south of New¬ 
market have been opposed 
by the racehorse industry. 

There are fears that 
noise and disturbance 
may lead to owners and 
trainers moving their 
horses out of the country. 

The National Air Traffic 
Service (NATS) is plan¬ 
ning new aircraft holding 
zones in a number of 
areas. 

The zone near to 
Newmarket would be used 
by planes waiting to land 
at Stansted. 

MP Richard Spring, 
whose West Suffolk con¬ 
stituency includes New¬ 
market said: “I have 
consistently raised con¬ 
cerns about the possible 
change of flight paths that 
will affect so many of my 


constituents. Last week I 
joined campaigners from 
across the county to 
protest against the 


proposals. I have held 
meetings with represent¬ 
atives of NATS where I 
raised many concerns. I 


also made a full sub¬ 
mission as part of the 
NATS consultation pro¬ 
cess. 

“Suffolk already suffers 
from aircraft noise from 
the military bases located 
in Mildenhall and Laken- 
heath. 

“I fear these proposed 
changes will further put at 
risk the tranquillity of the 
area.” 

He added: “There is also 
the great worry that they 
will have a negative im¬ 
pact on the horse racing 
industry 

“Breeders of thorough¬ 
bred racehorses fear the 
horses will react nega¬ 
tively to the increased 
noise. 

“Newmarket provides 
breeding and training 
facilities for up to 3,000 
horses, with more than 
7,000 jobs dependent on 
the industry. 

“It also significantly 
contributes to the local 
economy. This is now all 
under threat. 

“This simply cannot be 
allowed to happen and will 
not be acceptable for the 
county’s residents, both 
human and equine alike.”

Judge Cooper fined Cronin £500 
and ordered him to pay £250 
compensation to Mr Woodwiss. 

Cronin was also told to pay £60 
prosecution costs and £15 victim 
surcharge.

Drunk drove her car

trail of debris which led them 
to Quarry Lane. 

“Keys were in the front door 
of the property, with the car 
keys on them. 

“Officers spoke to Sharon 
Hardy whose eyes were glazed, 
she spoke slurringly and was 
very unsteady on her feet. 

“Hardy was volatile, aggress¬ 
ive and blood was on the bridge 
of her nose. 

“She started crying, saying ‘I 
have been so stupid - what have 
I done’?” 

Tests showed she was almost 
three times the legal drink- 
drive limit, with 94 micrograms 
in 100ml of breath against a 35 
meg limit, following a drinking 
session in a nearby village pub. 

However, Hardy claimed she 
drank two large vodka and 


cokes to calm her nerves after 
the crash. 

Hardy pleaded guilty to 
driving while unfit to drive 
through drink and causing an 
accident. 

Robert Milsom, defending, 
said: “My client had acted 
completely out-of-character. 

“She does not normally go to 
the pub in the evening but 
decided to go and meet a friend 
at a public house. 

“She had got almost to her 
own home when this accident 
happened. 

“She was shocked and fright¬ 
ened and thought only about 
getting home, rather than 
giving evidence at the time.” 

Hardy was banned from 
driving for two years and 
ordered to complete 80 hours of 
unpaid work in the community 
and. 

She must also pay a £150 fine, 
£95 costs and a £15 victim 
surcharge.

‘Safer for riders and drivers’ 


Sir, William Gittus of Jockey Club Estates 
(JCE) is to be congratulated on his work 
regarding horse/traffic safety (Safer horse 
crossing is ‘kicked into touch’, 

Newmarket Weekly News, June 26). 

I was among those who attended the 
recent briefing and was impressed with 
the proposals; I would emphasise that 
these are horse AND traffic AND 
pedestrian safety proposals. 

Poor vision is a major hazard at quite a 
few of the horse crossings in Newmarket 
and the proposals address this. Horses 
and riders are most at risk ie more likely 
to be injured and horses do have a 
longstanding legal priority over vehicles. 

Gypsy site owner 
still on remand 

A TRAVELLER site owner accused of 
trying to murder a man at a gypsy 
funeral will be kept in prison until his 
next court appearance. 

Thomas Frankham, 43, is charged 
with attempted murder at Newmarket 
cemetery on June 4. 

Frankham was ordered to be kept in 
custody when he made a brief 
preliminary appearance before Judge 
Neil McKittrick at Ipswich Crown 
Court last Thursday. 

He had previously been remanded 
in custody by magistrates. 

Frankham, of Lydia Caravan Park, 
Stovolds Hill, Cranleigh, Surrey, is 
charged with trying to murder 
Michael Willett, 38, from Lincolnshire. 

Mr Willett needed treatment in 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital for head 
injuries. He went home to recover 
after two days. 

Frankham will remain in custody 
until September 5 when he is next due 
to appear at crown court to enter a 
plea to the charge. 

Cyclist steals 
woman’s bag 

A CYCLING thief grabbed a young 
woman’s handbag as she walked along 
a footpath, 

The incident happened on 
Newmarket’s Riverside Walk, known 
locally as the Yellow Brick Road, at 
about 9.20am last Friday.

Festival raises funds 

A VILLAGE music festival raised 
about £750 for the East Anglian Air 
Ambulance (EAAA) and the local 
football club.

However, this is not a matter of legal 
technicalities but practicality: drivers can 
apply handbrakes, riders cannot. 

The JCE proposals, I believe, aim to 
make horse crossings safer for riders 
AND drivers: they give extra warning of 
horses approaching AND the use of laser 
technology should ensure that delays for 
drivers will be kept to a minimum. 

The proposed improvements in signing 
should mean that drivers will be more 
aware of horses crossing and, hopefully, 
avoid the risk of rear end shunts. 

JCE have authority over property they 
own. The conduct of trainers and staff 
other than on JCE property, I would 


suggest, is a matter for the Newmarket 
Trainers’ Association: I believe they 
should agree and adhere to a code of 
conduct and ensure that trainers and 
staff are aware of, and receive 
appropriate training, re safe practice. 
Finally, may I suggest that anyone who 
sees Michael Bell riding through St 
Mary’s churchyard or on the pavement 
should make such signals as might be 
considered appropriate but beware of 
spooking his unfortunate horse, 
apparently called Ruby.

It showed 54 micro¬ 
grams of alcohol in 100 
millilitres of breath. 
The legal limit is 35 
meg. 

Miss Mahony said 
Quinlan, of Station 
Approach, Newmarket, 
had a previous convic¬ 
tion for drink-driving in 
2002 when he was given 
a community punish¬ 
ment order. 

District Judge David 
Cooper fined him £300 
and gave him a three- 
year driving ban. 

Quinlan was given the 
option of reducing the 
ban by nine months if 
he took a drink-drive 
rehabilitation course. 

He was ordered to pay 
£60 prosecution costs 
and £15 victim sur¬ 
charge.

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Public inquiry into proposal for 700 new homes 


A PUBLIC inquiry will be 
held over plans to build 
an additional 700 homes 
at a village which is 
already expanding. 

Developers Crest Nich¬ 
olson have appealed 
against the refusal of 
planning permission for 
the homes at Red Lodge, 


near Newmarket, where 
the company is already 
building 1,250 houses. 

Forest Heath District 
Council rejected the 
scheme because it is 
outside the terms of the 
master plan for the 
expansion of the village 
and would use “green¬ 


field” agricultural land 
which was not previously 
earmarked for develop¬ 
ment. 

The council also argued 
the additional number 
would mean 2,359 new 
homes could be built in 
the village, taking into 
account schemes which 


have already been app¬ 
roved. 

Council planners said 
there were already enough 
“deliverable” homes for 
the next five years and the 
site, east of the existing 
Kings Warren estate, was 
not a sustainable location 
for new homes. 


The company has ap¬ 
pealed to the secretary of 
state against the council’s 
decision. 

The issues will be arg¬ 
ued at a public inquiry, 
chaired by a government- 
appointed inspector, on a 
date to be announced. 


Garden may open 
on a weekly basis

AN historic pri¬ 
vate garden could 
be open to the pub¬ 
lic on a regular 
basis to help pay 
for its upkeep. 

The picturesque gar¬ 
den at Chippenham 
Park, near Newmark¬ 
et, currently opens 
three times a year 
under the National 
Gardens Scheme. 

National charities 
supported by the 
scheme and the village 
church have received 
several thousand 
pounds as a result. 

Now Anne Crawley, 
who inherited the 350- 
acre park in 1985, and 
her husband Eustace 
have applied for plan¬ 
ning permission for 
more regular public 
opening. 

They have also ap¬ 
plied for listed buil¬ 
ding consent to con¬ 
vert a potting shed 
into a visitor centre. 

Mr Crawley said: 
“Running the house 
and garden is enorm¬ 
ously expensive. 

“The idea is to try to 
make some contribu¬ 
tion towards the up-

keep. We can’t afford to 
go on running the gar¬ 
den without making 
some income from it. 

“We feel there is 
some potential here for 
being open every 
week.” 

He said the gardens 


could be open three 
days a week from next 
year, if East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District 
Council approves the 
applications. 

He said the cost of 
establishing a visitor 
centre in the old pot¬ 


ting shed had not been 
worked out. But it is 
likely to be a six-figure 
sum. 

Between 1,500 and 
2,000 people visit the 
gardens on the three 
open days each year 
and private visits are 
arranged by appoint¬ 
ment. 

But the numbers 
could soar if the gar¬ 
dens become a major 
tourist attraction. 

The gardens have 
their origins in Anglo- 
Dutch design and in¬ 
clude a man-made lake 
and waterways. 

In Queen Victoria’s 
day it was known for 
country house parties 
and game shooting. 

Visitors included the 
Prince of Wales, who 
later became King Ed¬ 
ward VII. 

After his death, his 
son, King George V, 
also visited for shoot¬ 
ing. 

The gardens have 
been developed by Mrs 
Crawley and work car¬ 
ried out in recent 
years has included 
clearing a previously 
overgrown walled 
vegetable garden to 
create a Spanish gar¬ 
den and an area for 
outdoor theatre and 
music events.

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Change of tack for Tattersalls as 
neighbours jib at first plan draft 


In our weekly column, 
reporter JOHN GOODE 
takes a look behind the 
racing scene to bring you 
news from in and around 
the stables. 


PLANS for major 
building work at 
Newmarket’s 
racehorse auction 
centre have been 
changed following 
objections from 
neighbours. 

Tattersalls, the 
auctioneers, faced 
opposition to the multi¬ 
million pound scheme 
to update and improve 
the Park Paddocks 
premises where some 
of the world’s most 
valuable racehorses 
are sold. 

People living next to 
Tattersalls objected 
when plans were 


originally submitted in 
January. They argued 
the scheme would 
cause more 
disturbance. 

But the company has 
now changed the plans 
and has dropped a 
proposed lunging ring 
for horses from the 
scheme as well as 
changing the layout. 

It is still intending to 
replace 94 “wall box” 
stables with 100 new 
ones. But the size has 
been changed. 
Newmarket Town 
Council, which 
previously heard the 
neighbours’ objections, 


is now being 
recommended to 
support the scheme. 

The council’s 
development and 
planning committee 
has said it has no 
objection. But the full 
council has to endorse 
the committee’s views 
because the scheme is 
classed as a major 
development. 

The town council’s 
views will be passed on 
to Forest Heath District 
Council which will 
decide whether to 
grant planning 
permission.

CROSSOVER family 4x4s 
are coming at us thick and 
fast, albeit a little late. Only 
a couple of weeks after 
Renault introduced its 
Koleus, Ford has revealed its 
Kuga. 

Frankly, having driven both of 
them, there is not much between 
them except the price. Renault’s 
offering slightly undercuts Ford. 

You have to admit that if looks 
were all that were needed to sell a 
car the Kuga would be a winner. It 
has a very stylish, chunky, pur¬ 
poseful look which will surely ring 
the “I want one of those” response 
in many people. It also has 
something else which would 
certainly interest me if I were 
considering one. This is the Ford 
fuelling system which will prevent 
you putting petrol in a diesel tank 
by mistake. 

The car has a small plate over 
the fuel inlet and only if the 
correct size nozzle is used does it 
agree to open and let fuel in. It is a 
very easy error to make in the 
middle of today’s rush-around 
existence and a very expensive one 
at that. 


A Haldex system is used to 
automatically transfer drive to all 
wheels as needed and very little - if 
any - involvement is called for on 
the part of the driver. Apart from 
this, the new Kuga’s spec is 
relatively simple; one engine, a 2- 
litre diesel, and a six-speed gearbox 
as standard. There are two trim 
levels, Zetec and Titanium. Prices 
start at around £20,000. 

The Kuga has generous space 
inside and a high level of finish. 
The rear hatch is split so that only 
the glass needed be lifted for 
relatively small objects. The full 
hatch gives excellent access to the 
generous cargo area. 

It is also a very pleasing car to 
drive with an excellent gearshift 
and a very full range of adjustment 
on the steering column and wheel. 
The rather strange-looking 


handbrake looks a little daunting 
at first but it seems to fall easily to 
hand and certainly holds the car 
well. 

The Kuga was seen as a concept 
car at the 2006 Paris show when it 
was called the Iosis, a name which 
I think preferable to the present 
choice. Kuga harks back to a not 
wildly successful model Ford 
dropped a few years ago and 
represents a pathetic play on 


Cougar. All round the name fails to 
keep pace with reality and does not 
do justice to what is an excellent 
product. 

BASICALLY...

SPECIALISTS who 
calculate future used car 
prices for the motor trade 
have upgraded their 
predictions on what they 
reckon the new Fiat 500 
supermini will be worth in 
three years’ time. 

Residual values on 
some 500 models have 
increased from 42 per 
cent to 46 per cent of 
original list price. That’s an 
uplift of more than £350 
on the car’s value on a 
typical three year/30,000 
mile contract. For buyers 


funding the car through 
contract hire or personal 
contract purchase (PCP) 
that should reduce rentals 
by more than £20 per 
month. 

The residual value 
guides rate the entry level 
500 1.2 Pop as having the 
best residual value at 47 
per cent after three years. 

“The residual value 
guides have reacted 
positively to the success 
of the 500 and have 
increased their used 
predictions accordingly. 


This is good news for 
those who have already 
bought one and it should 
help reduce monthly 
costs,” says Adam 
Pumfrey, fleet and 
remarketing director, Fiat 
Group Automobiles UK.

Tumbridge explains: “The 
most common emails from 
website users are those 
asking what car to buy 
when taking into 
consideration a bad back, 
leg or other infirmity. 

“One of the first things 
these emails stipulate is 
that they need an 
automatic, because of a 
physical disadvantage, or 
age. The next criteria 
requested, of course, is 
that the car is relatively 
inexpensive,” he says. 

There lies the bad news: 
“A large number of 
everyday cars, as soon as 
they are specified as 
automatic, shoot up the 
Government’s new tax 
bands,” Tumbridge says. 

In short, the new taxes 
can penalise the elderly 
and physically 

disadvantaged for driving 
automatics by at least £60. 
Because an automatic 
often doesn’t give such 
good economy, it will also 
hurt in fuel bills, which 
are due to have a UK tax 
increase in the autumn.

THE Eclipse Stakes at Sandown on 
Saturday sees the three-year-olds take 
on their elders for the first time. 

This year HQ holds a strong hand with 
Phoenix Tower, Pipedreamer, Rob Roy, 
Literato and Campanologist all among 
the engaged. 

Henry Cecil looks to have the strongest 
chance of plundering the prize for 
Newmarket with recent Prince of 
Wales’s Stakes runner-up Phoenix 
Tower. 

The Khalid Abdulla-owned colt has won 
the Group Three Earl of Sefton and 
finished runner-up in the Group One 
Lockinge. 

Trainer Henry Cecil, who also has 
Multidimensional in the race, was 
impressed by Phoenix Tower’s 
performance at Ascot, saying: “He ran 
really well and is improving all the time. 
He is a horse who really needs the 
mile-and-a-quarter.” 

Teddy Grimthorpe, the owner’s racing 
manager, was also taken by the 
performance. 

“He ran very well at Ascot,” he said. “All 
being well, he definitely goes for the 
Eclipse.” 

Pipedreamer has twice finished behind 
Phoenix Tower this season, but 
connections have been pleased with the 
horse’s progression. 

Chris Richardson, managing director for 
the owners Cheveley Park, said: “He’s 
in good form and we were delighted as 



he showed that he is progressive and 
could eventually be good enough to win 
one of these big races.” 

And trainer John Gosden is also 
convinced that Pipedreamer’s form this 
season shows he belongs at the top 
level. 

“He can have a crack at some nice 
Group Threes and Group Twos but he 
has proved he belongs at this level,” 
said Gosden. “I’m really pleased with 
him and he’s coming to his best.” 

Last year’s Eclipse was won by Sir 
Michael Stoute’s Notnowcato and this 


year Stoute’s representatives include 
Rob Roy. Both the six-year-old’s runs 
this season have been over a mile, and 
a step back up in trip for the Eclipse is 
due. Rob Roy’s owner, Philip Newton, 
said: “Rob Roy's good and we’ll 
probably go to the Eclipse with him.” 
Godolphin have supplied two winners of 
the race since 1998 and have two likely 
runners in Literato and recent Royal 
Ascot winner, Campanologist. 

Literato has shown little form since 
joining Godolphin but racing manager 
Simon Crisford believes it will not stay 


that way for long. He said: “We were 
disappointed with Literato last time, but 
he won the Champion Stakes last year 
and all the jockeys who have ridden him 
in his work have said he is a top, top 
horse.” 

Campanologist is one of the few 
three-year-olds left in the race and his 
Royal Ascot victory delighted his 
owners. “We were delighted with 
Campanologist’s win and he’s come 
back in good form,” said Crisford. “I 
think he’s still a bit weak and will be 
even better next year. He tries hard.”
